Dear Sir: In a very recent issue 
of your paper you announced the 
opening of a new airplane field on 
Dem pster street, inside the lim its 
of Morton Grove. All planes for­ 
m erly flyin g from the old landing 
field at the north end of School 
street seem to be u.dng the new 
field, as well as several planes not 
form erly used in Morton Grove. 
Saturday, July 23, a plane from 
this field made a “nose dive” im ­ 
m ediately w est of the ‘Lighthouse’ 
in a field, within a few feet o r 
Dem pster highway pavem ent. Sun­ 
day, July 24, a second plane iron 
this new flyin g field dropped to 
the ground. In the first case, the 
pilot only, occupied the plane; the 
plane dug deep into the earth on 
failing and was badly damaged. Al­ 
m ost of our residents know, the sec­ 
ond instance was unspeakably 
rible, two young men W ing bu 
to death and the pilot W ing 
jjured. A Chicago paper the next 
day gave a report of the occurrence 
at I stating that the plane wa- a very 
old one. 
Is it fair to the people ta ho have 
built up our com m unity, to have 
this menace within 
our lim its? 
Many of our citizens have all of 
their worldly possessions tied up 
in their home and its contents. A 
fall like either of the above, if the 
plane should hit any house in the 
village, would probably mean the 
entire destruction of that home, as 
well as injury to members of the 
fam ily. 
R ailw ays are required to use cer­ 
tain 
equipment 
and safeguards: 
autom obiles are to a large extent 
regulated, traffic is directed and 
certain safeguards are in force for 
the protection of the public. 
Are 
we going to sit quietly by and al­ 
low another type of “common car­ 
rier” to enjoy experim ental and 
earning privileges w ithin our v ill­ 
age, w ithout any safeguards for 
our homes and fam ilies?
